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REMARKS 

Re-examination and allowance of the present application is respectfully 
requested. 

Initially, Applicants thank the Examiner for indicating the allowability of claim 

12. 

Applicants also thank the Examiner for indicating that claims 4 and 5 contain 
allowable subject matter, and that they would be allowable if they are placed into 
independent form. By the current amendment, Applicants amend claims 4 and 5 to 
include substantially all the subject matter of their base claim (e.g., claim 3), and 
consequently, cancel claim 3 from this application. In view of the present 
amendment to claims 4 and 5, Applicants believe that claims 4 and 5 are now in 
condition for allowance, and respectfully request such an indication by the Examiner. 

In order to advance the prosecution of the present application. Applicants 
additionally cancel claim 1 1 in this application. However, the cancellation of claim 1 1 
(along with claim 3) should not be taken as an acquiescence of the appropriateness 
of their rejection, but as a desire to advance the present application to issue. In this 
regard, Applicants expressly reserve the right to submit similar type claims in another 
application. 
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In view of the cancellation of claims 3 and 1 1 , Applicants submit that only 
allowable claims 4, 5 and 12 remain pending, and thus, it is no longer necessary to 
discuss the rejections set forth in the last Office Action.
